DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed on May 27, 2010. Examiner 
acknowledges the amendment of claims 1 and 85. Claims 1, 7-10, 15, 16, 19, 21, 77-85, 87 and 
90-95 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 7-10, 15, 16, 19, 21, 77-85, 87 and 90-95 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although prior art 
references disclose a tissue biopsy device for accessing and collecting a tissue specimen from a 
target site within a patient comprises an elongated probe member, having a proximal end 
configured to be secured to a drive and an inner lumen extending along a longitudinal axis; 
having a penetrating distal tip and an aperture proximal to the penetrating distal tip configured to 
receive tissue from the target site; including an elongated tissue cutting member disposed within 
the elongated probe member having at least one tissue cutting edge; at least one cutting edge 
creating an angle with respect to the longitudinal axis less than 90 degrees which is designed to 
engage a tissue cutting edge of the tissue cutting member; having an inner lumen configured to 
be operably connected to at least one drive unit; and the tissue cutting member configured to 
access a vacuum source; the prior art fails to disclose having a beveled distal tip with an outer 
tissue cutting edge which includes an outwardly flared distal portion that ensures that the outer 
tissue cutting edge of the tissue cutting member engages a pair of tissue cutting edges of the 
elongated probe member wherein the outer tissue cutting edge lies within a surface that is

inclined at an angle of less than 75° with respect to the longitudinal tissue cutting edges of the 
elongated probe member having leading and trailing portions, as described by Applicant.
